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OF  this  number,  the  fever  with  which 
two  of  the  patients  were  affected  on  ad- 
tniffion,  proved  to  be  that  which  precedes 
the  fmali-pox,  of  which  difeafe  one  of 
them  died.  Nine  died  of  contagious  fever* 
The  remainder  were  difmififed  cured.  The 
number  which  died  muff  be  considered  a 
very  Small  proportion,  (not  more  than  one 
.  a  2  ia 


in  twenty-eight)  when  we  refled'  that  many 

of  the  patients  remained  in  their  own 

wretched  apartments  until  the  difeafe  had 
* 

already  made  confiderable  progrefs  ;  and 
the  fountain  of  life  had  been  nearly  ex- 
handed  by  the  various  morbid  caufes  to 
which  they  had  been  there  expofed,  before 
notice  of  their  illnefs  had  been  given  at 
the  Houfe  of  Recovery. 

But  the  different  falutary  regulations, 
which  are  peculiar  to  this  inditution,  for 
dedroying  the  malignity  and  thus  arreiting 
the  progrefs  of  contagion,  have  been  mod 
fuccefsfully  enforced  within  the  period  we 
have  undertaken  to  report.  From  the  ac¬ 
curate -regifter  kept  by  ‘the  Apothecary, 
filled  from  the  teilimony  of  the  patients’ 
friends  on  their  ad  million,  it  appears  that 
the  aggregate  number  of  perfons  who  re¬ 
dded  in  the  fame  family  or  under  the  fame 
roof  with  the  infedled,  amounted  to  338  5;. 
By  careful  attention  to  the  manners  and 
habits  of  the  poor,  and  the  various  chan¬ 
nels  through  which  contagion  fpreads 
among  ft  them,  we  mud  admit,  that  a  great 
number,  (at  lead  a  third;  of  thefe  mud 
have, been  refeued  from  infection  by  the

removal  of  the  perfons,  whom  the  fever 
firft  invaded.  Some  remarkable  fa 61s  de¬ 
rived  from,  another  mo  ft  m  fetal  medical 
charity,  add  the  gnea^eft’  weight  to  this  d'e- 
dudion.  It  has  been  dated  that  the  aver¬ 
age  number  o[  fevers  on  the  books  of  the 
Difpenfary ,  for  eight  or  nine  years  before 
the  opening  of  the  Hoife  of  Recovery,  was 
2600,  and  in  the  year  1800  it  amounted 
on  the  evidence  of  the  Physicians  of  the 
Difpenfary ,  to  no  lefs  than  4000.  But 
fuice  the  opening  of  the  Hoife  of  Recovery, 
the  number  .of  patients  afflicted  with  fever, 
who  were  relieved  by  the  Difpenfary  was 
only  £2i?  which  wbh  thofc  received  info 
the  Moufs  of  Recovery,  make  the  total 
number  of  the  poor  labouring  under  in¬ 
fectious  fever  for  the  p&ft  year,  only  375, 
(hewing  a  diminution  of  2227  fevers  in 
the  fpace  of  one  year.  In  raafoning  upon 
fo  extraordinary  and  unexampled  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  number  aififfed  with  a  d'ifeafe, 
which  in  former  years  made  fuch  dread- 

j 

ful  inroads  on  the  lives,  and  ahftracted. 
fo  remarkably  from  the  comforts  of  the 
poor,  fomething,  perhaps,  may  be  due  to 
the  cheering  influence  of  plenty  as  well  as 

to 
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to  the  effects  of  a  feafon  unequalled  is 
this  country  for  its  mildnefs.  But  mak¬ 
ing  every  fair  deduction  of  this  nature,  it 
muft  be  granted  that  this  inflitution  has 
done  more  in  the  prevention  of  fever,  than 
its  mod  zealous  advocates  could  have  ex¬ 
pected.  How  little  can  with  juftice  be  at¬ 
tributed  to  other  caufes,  may  be  known 
from  this  circumftance,  that  the  contagious 
lever  of  this  year  refembled  in  every  ref* 
peCt  that  of  former  years.  Nay  many  of 
the  cafes  admitted  had  a  higher  character 
of  malignity,  than  ever  before  came  under 
our  obfervation.  Indeed,  the  difeafe  was 
invariably  proportioned  to  the  time  the  pa¬ 
tient  remained  unrelieved,  to  the  unfavour¬ 
able  fituation  of  his  apartment,  or  the 
number  of  perfons  it  contained.  Of  thefe 
obfervations  one  family  was  deftined  to  ex¬ 
hibit  fame  melancholy  iiluftrations*  In  a 
narrow  inferable  room,  in  one  of  the 
lanes  of  the  northern  part  of  the  city,  five 
perfons  were  crowded  together,  of  wdioni 
one  was  attacked  with  fever,  which  proved 
fatal.  From  the  flruClure  and  confined 
iihiation  of  the  dwelling,  the  contagion 
had  been  concentrated  to  the  highefi  point 

of 
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of  malignity  which  it  ever  attains  in  this 
country,  before  it  reached  three  more  of 
the  family  ;  a  Clergyman  in  one  of  his  cha¬ 
ritable  vifits  to  this  quarter  of  the  city, 
now  difcovered  their  fituation,  and  had 
them  immediately  removed  to  the  Honfeoi 
Recovery ;  where  two  of  them  recovered 
with  extreme  difficulty,  and  one  died.  The 
fifth  perfon  had  fled  from  this  houfe  of 
wroe,  but  not  before  her  clothes  had  im¬ 
bibed  the  fatal  poifon,  and  (lie  alfo  perifh- 
ecl  from  its  a&ion.  Thus,  three  indivi¬ 
dual's  out  of  five,  which  conffituted  this  un¬ 
fortunate  family,  fell  victims. to  contagious 
fever,  a  mortality  almoft  equalling  any  thing 
we  have  heard  of  the  plague,  or  the  dread¬ 
ful  fcourge  which  lately  defolated  two  of 
the  faifeft  cities  of  the  new  world.  What 
would  have  been  the  confequenee  if  the 
firft  perfon  attacked  had  been  inftantly  re¬ 
moved  to  the  Fever  Hofpital,  the  habita¬ 
tion  white-' wafhed  and  ventilated,  and  the- 
bed-clothes  and  furniture  wafhed  ?  Moft 
probably, nay, alrnofl  certainly,  three  mem¬ 
bers  would  have  been  preserved  to  the 
community,  who  would  now  be  living  ex¬ 
amples,  of  the  advantages  ofghis  inflitu- 

tion. 


tion,  in  (lead  of  mouldering  in  their  graves 
the  miferable  victims  of  contagion,  exaf- 
perated  by  all  the  caufes  which  exifl  in 
the  confined  and  loathfome  dwellings  of 
the  poor. 

The  next  circumftance  which  attracted 

i  •  - 

our  obfervation  in  looking  over  the  regill 
ter,  is  the  vaft  proportion  of  fef-vants  who 
were  admitted  into  the  Houfe  during  the 
pad  year.  The  fituation  of  this  ufeful  claff 
is  peculiarly  diftrefling  when  they  are  vi- 
fited  by  ficknefs,  as,  from  their  being  in 
general  grangers,  they  are  deprived  of  the 
kindnefs  and  fympathy  of  their  friends, 
which  is  feme  alleviation  to  the  fufferings 
of  others.  It  has  been  the  cuftom  hereto* 
fore,  when  a  fervant  die  wed  fymptoms  of 
fever,  to  confign  him  to  negleS  in  feme 
obfeure  lodging  where  he  contributed  to 
fpread  the  infection  in  a  quarter  of  the  city, 
which,  perhaps,  it  had  not  yet  reached* 
Sometimes,  indeed,  the  humanity  of  the 
snalter  has  induced  him  to  forget  his  perfo- 
nal  danger  in  his  regard  for  his  poor  de- 
pendant  ;  but  this  cannot  always  be  ex¬ 
pelled,  and  it  would  be  unreafon-able,  un¬ 
der  the  circumftances  in  which  the  majo.- 

/  rity 


rity  of  families  are  placed,  to  require  that 
they  fhould  expofe  themfelves  to  fuch  a 
hazard.  The  Houfe  of  Recovery  fmce  it 
was  opened  afforded  an  afylum  to  §o  fer¬ 
vants,  a  proportion  fo  great  when  com¬ 
pared  with  any  other  description  of  per- 
fons  among  the  poor  who  partook  of  its 
benefits,  that  it  is  obvious  they  mud  be 
much  more  expofed  to  the  caufes  which 
produce  fever.  As  this  is  a  circumlance 
particularly  interefting  to  the  richer  pare 
of  the  community,  we  beg  leave  molt  ie~ 
rioufly  to  call  their  attention  to  it.  It  is- 
well  known  that  the  fervants  of  opulent 
families  hold  conftant  intercourfe  with  the 
poor  who  are  in  fevers,  fuch  as  wafher- 
women,  laundreffes,  &.c.  from  whom  they 
convey  the  difeafe'in  their  clothes,  and' 
communicate  it  to  their  mailers  or  indivi¬ 
duals  of  the  family.  This  we  confider 
the  principal  fource  of  fevers  in  opulent 
families,  and  again!  it  the  Houfe  of  Reco¬ 
very  affords  a  two- fold  fecurity  y  fir  ft,  by 
preventing  the  fpreading  of  infedion 
among  the  poor,  and  thus  rendering  the 
intercourfe  of  fervants  with  them  more 
fate,  and  fecondly,  when  fervants  are  at¬ 
tacked  by  this  difeafe,  the  families  in 
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which  they  refide  are  fecured  by  their 
timely  removal. 

The  benefits  derived  to  another  clafs  of 
perfons,  who  were  admitted  into  the  Houfe 
of  Recovery ,  fhould  recommend  it  molt 
forcibly  to  the  fupport  of  a  commercial 
city.  Thefe  were  failors  from  merchant¬ 
men  in  the  harbour,  who  had  been  fent 
on  fhore  in  fevers,  and  who  were  remov¬ 
ed,  at  the  defire  of  gentlemen  to  whom 
they  were  configned,  to  the  Houfe  of  Re¬ 
covery.  Among  thefe  were  Foreigners,,  as 
Swedes,  Dutch,  Germans,  Spaniards,  and 
Americans,  many  of  whom  had  the  dif- 
eafe  in  its  word  form,  and  recovered  with- 
the  greateft  difficulty. 

The  remainder  of  the  patients  were 
principally  from  the  lanes,  and  other  con¬ 
fined  parts  of  the  city,  44  where  thehoufes- 
44  are  in  contad  in  aimed  every  dire&ion, 
44  where  the  air  and  light  are  excluded,. 
44  and  where  every  apartment  from  the 
46  cellar  to  the  garret  is  crowded  by  te- 
44  nants  labouring  under  the  complicated- 
44  calamities,  of  difeafe  and  poverty. ’* 

To  obviate  the  fears  of  thofe  who  refide 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  fever-hof- 
pital,  or  whom  chance  may  lead  that  way,.

ri  - 
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it  may  be  worth  while  to  remark,  that  in 
a  range  of  houfes  inhabited  intirely  by  the 
poor,  and  the  firfb  of  which  is  feparated 
from  the  Houfe  of  Recovery  merely  by  a 
narrow  road,  not  one  of  the  inhabitants 
Iras  had  a  fever  during  the  pad  year.  In¬ 
deed,  the  air  is  fo  pure  in  the  fever-wards 
from  the  conflant  ventilation,  white  waffl¬ 
ing  the  walls,  and  wafhing  the  floors,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  frequent  changing  of  the 
patients  clothes  and  bed-clothes,  that  a  per- 
fon  is  as  fecure  from  fever  in  paffing 
through  them  as  in  the  ftreet. 

It  was  the  remark  of  a  Gentleman  who 
has  been  a  cliff inguifhed  fupporter  of  the 
plan  of  the  Houfe  of  Recovery from  the 
time  in  which- it  was  find  propofed,  that 
the  citizens  of  Cork  were  never  backward 
in  providing  funds  for  any  charitable  in- 
ditution,  of  the  ufefulnefs  of  which  they 
had  fufficient  proofs.  Hence,  he  urged 
the  advantage  of  opening  the  houfe  to  the 
poor  before  the  buildings  were  yetanfwer- 
able  to  the  wants  of  fo  great  a  city,  or  ca¬ 
pable  of  affording  the  neceffary  accommo¬ 
dations  for  the  refident  attendants  upon  the 
frck.  Yon  have  before  you  a  detail  of  the 
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fuccefs  of  this  inftitution,  even  with  all  the 
imperfections  of  an  infant  eitablifhment, 
and  with  ail  the  prejudice  to  encounter, 
which  obftruCts  every  undertaking,  which 
has  not  been  fanCtioned  by  time.  Above 
*2000  perfons  have  been  refcued  from  an 
alarming  and  malignant  difeafe,  that, 

wherever  it  finds  entrance,  is  accompanied 

0 

by  gloom  and  defpair,  and  while  it  devours 
its  victims,  terrifies  and  agonizes  the  hearts 
of  their  relations  and  friends.  But  it  is 
well  known  that  when  an  individual  of  a 
poor  family  is  feized  with  this  difeafe,  the 
exertions  of  nearly  the  inure  remaining, 
members  of  the  family  become  paralyzed 
until  his  recovery  or  diifoiution,  from  a 
dread  of  the  difeafe  and  anxiety  about  the 
event.  Hence,  in  eftimating  the  quantity* 
of  productive  labour  faved  to  the  comrau, 
nity  by  the  Houfe  of  Recovery ,  not  only 
the  labour  of  the  fick  perfon,  but  alfo  that 
of  each  individual,  whofe  work  would  have 
been  fufpended  during  the  continuance  of 
the  difeafe  in  the  family,  fhould  be  calcu¬ 
lated.  By  this  rule  there  would  be  no 
extravagance  in  eftimating  the  number  of 
perfons,  who  have  been  enabled  to  conti¬ 
nue 


nue  their  labour  during  the  pad  year,  in 
confequence  of  the  eftablifhrnent  of  the 
Houfe  of  Recovery ,  at  from  fix  to  feven 
thoufand,  who  would  other  wife  have  been 
thrown  a  dead  weight. on  the  community 
for  fupport.  If  fuch  have  already  been  its 
effects,  what  might  we  not  exp  eft ,  from 
this  inftitution  when  its  accommodations 
jhall  be  upon  that  liberal  fcale,  which  be¬ 
fits  the  mod  ufeful  public  eftabliftiment  for 
the  poor,  in  a  city  of  fuch  extent  and  opu¬ 
lence,  whofe  inhabitants  have  been  always 
remarkable  for  their  benevolence  ? 

The  means  by  which  fo  much  good  has 
been  effected  are  Ample  and  ea.fi  ly  under- 
flood,  viz.  the  removal  of  the  fir  ft  perfon  of 
a  family  who  is  attacked,  and  purifying  his 
bed*clothes,  furniture,  and  habitation. 
On  notice  being  given  at  the  Houfe  of  Re¬ 
covery^  or  to  either  of  the  Phyficians,  of 
the  prefence  of  a  fever  in  a  poor  family, 
after  the  faff  is  afcertained  by  the  infpec- 
tion  of  a  Phyfician  or  Surgeon,  the  patient 
is  carefully  removed  thither,  in  a  fedan- 
chair,  which  is  kept  for  the  purpofe.  On 
his  arrival,  his  own  clothes  are  dripped 
off,  he  is  w  a  died,  and  after  being  furn  idled 
with  the  drefs  of  the  houfe,  placed  in  bed 

and 


and  fubmitted  to  the  medical  treatment* 
which  his  fituation  demands.  Immediate¬ 
ly  after,  his.houfe  is  white-wafhed  and  ven¬ 
tilated  at  the  expence  of  the  inftitution, 
his  bed-clothes  put  in  water,  and  all  the 
furniture  cleanfed  and  purified.  Thefe 
meafures  have  been  in  every  inftance  ef¬ 
fectual  in  cheeking  the  progrefs  of  infec¬ 
tion,  for  the  relapfes,  which  haveoccurred, 
happened  only  to  thole  who  were  fent  out 
before  they  had  fully  recruited  their 
firength,  in  confequence  of  the  deficiency 
of  accommodation  already  alluded  to. 

An  obje&ion  has  been  offered  to  the  in- 
ereafe  of  charitable  inftitutions,  from  an: 
apprehenfion  of  a  want  of  funds  to  meet 
the  additional  expence.  But  it  can  be 
proved  incorfteftabjy  that  two  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  medical  eftablifh meats  of  the  City, 
the  Difpenfary  and  Benevolent  Society,, 
have  already  had  their  difburfements  fo  di¬ 
minished  by  the  operation  of  this  new  in- 
ftitution,  as  to  be  enabled  to  fave  a  much 
greater  lum  than  would  defray  the  intire 
of  its  annual  expences,  ex^ciufive  of  build¬ 
ing  and  furniture.  We  do  not  (late  this 
with  a  view  of  depreciating  thefe  charities,. 

of 


©f  which  a  long  experience  has  confirmed* 
the  value  ;  but  for  the  purpofe  of  fatisfy- 
ing  fome  benevolent  perfons  who,  not  re- 
hefting  that  the  principal  and  diftinguifh- 
ing  objeft  of  the  Houfe  of  Recovery  is  the1 
prevention  of  difeafe,  conceive  that  its  fup- 
port  mufli  be  an  additional  burthen  to  the 
community.  The  fafts,  which  have  already 
been  adduced  in  favour  of  this  inhitution- 
froin  the  experience  of  the  pad  year,  are 
fufficient  to  (hew,  that  from  its  eh  eft  m 
preventing  difeafe  and  its  influence  on  the 
produftive  powers-  of  labour,  the  common- 
fund  of  public  benevolence  mull  be 
ftrengthened  and  fupport.ed  inhead  of  be¬ 
ing  threatened  with  exhauhion. 

We  have  already  mentioned  the  imper- 
feft  hate  of  the  accommodations  during 
the  pah  year.  This  was  felt  mofl  feverely 
at  a  period  when  the  wards  were  full,  and 
frefh  patients  conhamly  offering,  to  make 
room  for  whom  fome  of  the  Convalefcents

were  fent  out  before  they  had  acquired 
fufficient  ftrength,  which  occafioned  feveral 
relapfes-  Befides  this,  which  was  a  griev¬ 
ous  inconvenience,  the  nurfes  were  con*, 
pelied  to  lie  down  in  the  midft  of  the  pa- 

tientSr, 


tients,  and  to  fnatch  the  deep  which  was 
neceffary  to  prepare  them  for  a  renewal 
of  their  labours ;  expofed  to  a  temperature 
too  cold  for  the  healthy,  though  calculat¬ 
ed  for  fever  patients;  and  disturbed  by  the 
ravings  of  the  delirious,  and  the  groans  of 
the  Tick  and  the  dying,  Thefe  confidera- 
tions  induced  the  Committee  to  begin  a 

confiderable  addition  to  the  former  build- 

'  \ 

ings,  which,  when  fuddled,  will  afford 
ample  room  for  the  fick,  and  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  neceffary  attendants.  This 
addition  was  undertaken  by  the  Commit¬ 
tee  from  a  full  conviction  of  its  necefiity, 
and  from  a  reliance  founded  on  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  good  fenfe  and  benevolence 
of  the  inhabitants,  that,  after  fuch  deci- 
fiye  proofs  of  the  ufefulnefs  of  the  infti- 
tution,  there  would  be  no  deficiency  of 
funds  for  its  completion,  it  is  now  in  a, 
confiderable  date  of  forwardnefs,  in  con- 
fequence  of  the  aid  derived  from  two  ler- 
moiis,  in  which  the  eloquent  preachers 
explained  the  nature  and  effects  of  the  in- 
fti-tution,  while  they  appealed  to  the  cha¬ 
ritable  feelings,  the  reafon  and  the  native 
benevolence  of  their  auditors  for  its  fupport..

A  coniiderable  fum  was  alfo  contributed 
by  fome  gentlemen  of  the  city,  who  ex¬ 
erted  uncommon  talents  in  a  theatrical  ex¬ 
hibition  in  which  they  appeared  for  this 
purpofe.  To  the  fums  collected  in  this 
manner  we  muff  add  the  unfolicited  be¬ 
nefaction  of  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
for  whofe  unremitting  zeal  and  attention 
to  the  interefts  of  the  poor  we  fhould  not 
eafily  find  terms  fufficiently  expreffive  of 
our  approbation,  ft  will  (till  require  a  fum 
of  about  £200  to  finifh  the  undertaking,, 
be  Tides  the  otitftanding  bills  for  timber^ 
kc .  for  which  there  is  the  ufual  credit* 
If,  befidcs  the  annual  fubferiptions  which 
have  been  nearly  adequate  to  the  current 
expenses  of  the  inftitution  during  the  laft 
year,  this  fum  fhould  be  received  in  bene* 
faCtion  s  from  the  opulent  for  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  additional  buildings,  the  future 
fupport  of  the  inflitution  can  be  attended 
with  no  difficulty. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Houfe  of  Reco¬ 
very  fcarcely  any  perfon  in  comfortable 
circumttances  has  been  attacked  with  con^ 
tagious  fever.  Thus,  the  peculiar  relation, 
which  this  charity  bears  to  its  benefactors. 
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is,  that  the  good  which  they  effeQ:  return’s 
with  intereft  upon  themfelves.  Your 
wives,  your  children,  your  relations  and 
friends,,  thefe  facred  connexions,  which 
endear  the  prefen t,  and  caft  a  radiance  over 
the  profpeX  of  the  future,  are  by  this 
means  prefer ved  to  you.  Shall  your  fhips, 
your  lioufes,  your  manufactories,  and  your 
warehoufes,  the  inanimate  objects  ufed  by 
you  in  the  acquifition,  or  in  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  wealth,  be  infured  at  a  great  ex* 
penfe ;  and  can  you  objeX  to  pay  a  mo¬ 
derate  premium  to  fecure  thole  from  de¬ 
ft  ruction,  whole  exiftenee  and  happmtfi 
can  alone  render  riches  deferable  l  .

for  a  water-clofet.  The  fpare  ward  laft 
enumerated  will  be  of  great  ufe  in  the 
event  of  the  fcarlet  fever  and  fore  throat, 
which  is  a  very  infectious  difeafe,  becom¬ 
ing  epidemic.  This  difeafe  in  general 
f weeps  away  vaft  numbers  of  children,  but 
is  eafily  checked  by  ufmg  the  neceffary 
precautions  of  reparation,  clean linefs,  and 
ventilation.  The  two  final!  fever-wards 
are  intended  for  cafes  accompanied  with 
fymptoms  of  extreme  malignity,  or  violent 
delirium.  Of  the  heceffity  of  feparate 

‘  wards 
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wards  for  the  latter,  a  fact  which  happen¬ 
ed  lafl  fummer  will  ferve  as  an  illuflration  ! 
The  nurfe  had  been  accidentally  abfent 
for  a  few  moments,  when  on  her  return 
Ihe  met  with  three  patients  from  the  men’s 
ward  proceeding  down  Hairs  with  their 
blankets  round  them.  She  immediately 
ordered  them  back  to  their  beds,  and  in¬ 
quiring  into  the  caufe  of  their  quitting 
them  fo  fuddenly,  (he  learned  that  it  ori¬ 
ginated  in  the  propofal  of  one  of  the  pa¬ 
tients,  who  had  been  very  delirious,  which 
was  readily  embraced  by  the  others. 
fides  this  tendency  of  delirium  to  fprgad* 
it  mud  be  remembered  that  one  delirious 
patient  will  keep  the  patients  of  an  entire 
ward  awake  at  night*  v 

The  ventilating  fafh  of  Sir  George  (\ 
Paul,  Bart,  is  to  be  introduced  into  the 
new  wards.  This  is  fo  contrived  as  to  ad¬ 
mit  freih  air  conitantly  without  alarming 
the  feelings  of  the  patients,  which  fhould 
be  as  much  as  poffible  refpected.  The 
other  means  of  ventilating  the  wards  are 
upon  the  mofl  improved  conftrudtton,  and 
it  may  be  fafely  aflerted,  that  when  the 
houfe  is  completed,  it  will  be  as  commo¬ 
dious 
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dious  and  perfect  in  every  refpecl  as  any 
fever-hofpital  of  fimilar  extent  in  the  Bri¬ 
ll  fh  dominions. 

Near  the  entrance  to  the  new  wards 
there  is  a  room  which  is  intended  to  con¬ 
tain  warm  and  cold  baths.  Into  this  room 
the  patients  are  to  be  carried  on  admiffion 
where  they  are  to  be  wafhed  and  fhifted  be¬ 
fore  they  are  admitted  to  the  fever- wards. 
This  room  will  alfo  contain  an  oven  for 
baking  and  fumigating  fuch  of  their 
clothes  as  require  it. 

The  under  part  of  the  old  building  will 
be  divided  into  a  kitchen  for  the  houfe,  the 
houfe-keeper  and  apothecary’s  apartment, 
kitchen  and  cellar.  It  will  alfo  contain  a 
parlour  for  the  phyficians  and  vifitors,  and 
an  apothecary’s  (hop.  In  the  garrets  .will 
be  bed-rooms  for  the  nurfes,  and  a  large 
(lore-room  for  the  houfe-keeper.  There 
is  a  wafh-houfe,  and  a  room  for  draw 
in  the  garden,  apart  from  the  other  build* 
lags.

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JL  HE  fevers  of  the  pad  have  differed  from 
thofe  of  the  preceding  year,  in  being  accompa¬ 
nied  with  greater  debility,  in  being  on  this  ac¬ 
count  more  flow  in  their  advances  towards  con¬ 
valescence,  and  requiring  a  greater  quantity  of 
wine,  and  Simulating  medicines.  A  few  of  them 
were,  as  ufual,  marked  by  Symptoms  of  extraor¬ 
dinary  malignity.  It  will  be  neceflary  to  ab- 
ftract  at  leaft  a  tenth  part  for  other  difeafes,  and 
the  remainder  will  be  the  number  of  fevers. 
The  admiflion  of  any  difeafes  into  the  House  of 
Recovery,  except  contagious  fevers,  is  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Spirit,  and  exprefs  laws  of  the  infti- 
tution  ;  yet  it  has  been  hitherto  impoflible  to 
evade  it,  as  upon  producing  a  certificate  at  the 
lioufe  from  a  phyfleian,  no  patient  can  be  refufed 
admiflion.  The  caies  thus  obtruded  upon  the 
inffitution  were,  in  general,  accompanied  with 
febrile  Symptoms,  though  not  of  the  contagious 
kind,  and  in  many  of  thefe  inftances"  the  mod 
experienced  phyfician  may  be  deceived,  in  at¬ 
tempting,  on  the  firft  viiit,  to  draw  the  diftinc- 
tion.  Some  of  them  were  worn  out  with  chro¬ 
nic  complaints,  others  with  acute  difeafes  of  the 
lungs  ;  Some  were  affected  with  dyfentery,  and 
a  majority  with  intermittent  fever.  Of  thofe 
who  died,  Seven  only  perifhed  from  contagious 
fever,  and  of  this  number  three  were  a&ually 
dying  when  brought  into  the  houfe.  We  are 
again  obliged  to  complain  of  the  want  of  dis¬ 
crimination,  in  the  Selection  of  cafes  for  the  Fe¬ 
ver  hofpital.  It  may  be  a  prudent  inftriuftion  to 
the  medical  gentlemen,  not  to  give  a  certificate 
for  any  patient  affl;<5!ed  with  any  other  difeafe, 
except  contagious  fever  ;  and  in  fever  cafes,  not 
to  certify  for  any  perfon  who  may  have  been  ill 

longer 
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longer  than  eight  or  nine  days.  The  fending 
patients  into  the  Houfe  at  a  late  period,  can  be 
of  no  advantage  in  checking  the  progrefs  of 
infection,  and  in  general  the  ftrength  is  at  this 
time  fo  exhaufted,as  to  render  the  motion  of  the 
chair,  and  the  extraordinary  exertion  exceed¬ 
ingly  hazardous. 

In  the  paft  year  there  were  fome  occurrences, 
which  might  have  led  us  to  anticipate  a  great 
increafe  in  the  number  of  fevers,  which  how¬ 
ever  is  not  materially  different  from  that  of  the 
preceding  year.  Of  thefe  the  moff  important, 
as  connected  with  our  fubje£f,  was  the  appearance 
of  contagion  in  the  two  jails.  It  was  introduced 
into  the  north  jail  by  fome  convidls  from  Dub¬ 
lin,  and  was  very  foon  fupprefled  by  the  timely 
and  active  means  reforted  to  by  the  medical  at¬ 
tendants.  The  fever  was  conveyed  to  the  foutii 
jail,  by  a  prifoner  from  Donoughmore,  and 
though  the  fame  affive  means  were  ufed  to 
check  its  progrefs,  the  clifeafe  was  fpeedily  com¬ 
municated  to  feveral  of  the  other  prifoners. 
From  the  jail  the  contagion  reached  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  houfe,  where  it  proved  fatal  to  an  in- 
duftrious  inhabitant,  whole  bufinefs  probably 
expofed  him  to  frequent  intercourfe  with  per- 
fons  from  the  jail.  In  a  fhort  time  after,  there 
were  two  patients  brought  into  the  houfe  from  a 
place  called  Morgan’s  lane,  in  the  fame  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  who  traced  their  difeafe  to  a  lodger 
who  had  been  lately  an  inmate  of  the  jail,  and 
was  then  convajefcent  from  the  fever.  The 
contagion  afterwards  appeared  in  Tuckey’s- 
llreet,  in  three  families,  in  which  it  proved  fatal, 
to  two  individuals. 

We  have  abundant  evidence  that  the  moff  vi¬ 
rulent  fevers  iiave  iffued  from  the  badly  con- 

A  3  iff  rude  d 
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ftru&ed  and  ill  ventilated  old  prifons  of  Europe, 
To  the  uncommon  malignity  acquired  by  the 
contagion  in  thefe  horrible  abodes,  the  term 
jail-fever  owes  its  origin.  Some  of  the  modes 
of  fubduing  infection,  have  been  fuccefsfully 
ufed  even  in  thofe  places,  notwithftanding  the 
impoflibility  of  feparation  and  thorough  venti¬ 
lation.*  But  the  humane  policy  of  modern 
times,  which,  till  the  guilt  of  the  accufed  is  de¬ 
cided  in  a  court  of  juftice,  looks  to  fecurityand 
not  to  punifhment,  which  diftinguifhes  between 
a  juft  deteftation  of  crimes,  and  the  blind  fpirit 
of  revenge  which  characterizes  barbarous  na¬ 
tions,  has  produced  moft  important  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  conlfru&ion  of  prifons.  It  is  not 
neceflary  to  remind  our  readers  that  thefe  im¬ 
provements  originated  in  the  benevolent  exer¬ 
tions  of  the  immortal  Howard,  whole  name 
forms  an  aera  in  the  hiftory  of  prifons.  A  Coun¬ 
ty  jail,  in  the  plan  of  which  advantage  has  been 
taken  of  the  latcft  improvements,  and  to  which 
is  to  be  attached  a  commodious  and  well  venti¬ 
lated  hofpital,  has  been  for  fome  time  ftniftied 
in  the  fouth  fuburbs.  As  the  old  jail  has  been 
long  fince  condemned,  and  the  materials  adver- 
tifed  for  fale,  we  are  at  a  lofs  to  conceive  why 
a  building  which  is  a  blemifti  upon  the  beauty  of 
the  City,  which  is  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants,  by  impeding  the  free  circulation  of 
the  air,  and  which  has  long  ferved  as  a  focus  for 
contagion,  fhould  be  allowed  any  longer  to  re¬ 
main. 

The  next  faCt  to  which  we  would  call  the  pub¬ 
lic  attention,  is  the  cafe  of  Mifs  W— — - ,  who 

came 

*  In  the  fever  above-mentioned,  Mr.  Maguire,  the  pre- 
fcnt  Sheriff,  ufed  the  Nitrous  vapour  with  great  advantage, 
in  purifying  the  apartments  of  the  jail. 
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came  to  this  City  in  the  Youghall  mail-coach, 
to  vifit  a  family  in  the  fouth  main-dreet,  and  in 
two  days  after  her  arrival,  fhewed  unequivocal 
fymptoms  of  fever.  The  gentleman  at  whofe 
houfe  die  redded,  dreading  from  the  confined 
fituation  of  his  houfe,  led  the  contagion  fhould 
fpread  in  his  family,  offered  an  extravagant  rent 
for  lodgings  for  his  gued,  but  could  not  prevail 
on  any  family  to  receive  her.  In  this  dilemma 
Mr.  H — —  vifited  the  Fever  hofpital,  and 
finding  the  accommodation  much  beyond  his 

expectation,  had  Mifs  W — - -  immediately 

removed  to  it.  Her  difeafe  fhewed  in  every  re- 
fpe<d  the  ufe  and  importance  of  this  inditution, 
as  it  was  characterized  by  all  the  fymptoms 
which  indicate"  danger ;  and  efpecially  thofe 
which  favour  the  fpreading  of  infection.  Of 
this  any  gentleman  may  fatisfy  himfelf,  by  con- 
fulting  the  journals  of  the  Houfe.  She  how¬ 
ever  recovered,after  a  violent  and  tedious  drug¬ 
gie  with  her  difeafe.  Mifs  W— — — ’s  friends 
were  free  from  that  abfurd  pride  which  would 
render  weak-minded  perfons  afhamed  of  bene¬ 
fits,  becaufe  they  were  derived  from  a  charitable 
inditution.  On  the  contrary  they  openly  de¬ 
clared  their  obligation,  defired  their  names  to 
be  ufed  in  any  manner  which  might  be  of  fervice 
to  the  inftitution,  and  gave  farther  tedimony  of 
their  gratitude  in  a  handfome  donation  to  the 
houfe,  and  an  annual  fubfcription,  though  their 
diftance  precludes  them  from  ever  again  deriv¬ 
ing  any  advantage  from  their  benevolence.  From 
her  refpeclable  fituation  in  life,  her  being  a 

dranger,  and  a  female,  Mifs  W - ’s  cafe 

has  excited  considerable  intered.  It  deferves 
however  to  be  viewed  in  a  more  important  light, 
as  iliudrating  the. principles  of  this  inftitution, 

which 
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which  is  the  principal  chjeCt  of  thefe  annual  re» 
ports.  It  affords  an  inflruCtive  example  of  one 
of  the  modes  by  which  contagion  may  enter  the 
city,  and  of  the  means  by  which  its  ravages  may 
be  immediately  prevented. 

From  the  faCts  which  we  have  now  hated  it  is 
obvious,  that  if  the  City  were  perfectly  clear  of 
contagion,  we  fhould  be  daily  open  to  its  re- 
admiffion  from  the  Country,  and  alfo  from  the 
fhips  in  the  harbour  ;  for  though  the  Quarantine 
laws  are  now  ftri&ly  enforced,  we  can  produce 
various  inflances  of  continued  fevers,  from  vef- 
fels  to  which  thefe  laws  did  not  extend.  The 
neceffity  of  guarding  againft  the  inildious  ap¬ 
proaches  of  this  cruel  deffroyer  of  the  human 
race,  has  lately,  in  confequence  of  the  dreadful 
ravages  committed  by  the  Gibraltar  fever,  given 
rife  to  the  effablifhment  of  boards  of  health  in 
feverai  large  Cities.  Our  peculiar  fltuation, 
which  lays  us  open  to  the  introduction  of  conta¬ 
gion,  both  from  the  new  and  the  old  world, 
would  feem  to  point  out  this  City,  as  a  proper 
ffation  for  fuch  an  effablifhment.  It  fhould  be 
compofed  of  fome  of  the  moil  refpeCtable  in¬ 
habitants  for  intelled:  and  aCtive  benevolence, 
together  with  a  few  profeffional  men.  The  for¬ 
mation  of  fuch  a  body  would  not  be  difficult, 
nor  would  its  duty  be  painful  or  laborious  *,  but 
we  have  been  already  compelled  to  occupy  fo 
much  of  your  time,  that  we  fhall  at  prefent 
content  ourfelves  with  barely  fuggefting  a  mea- 
fure  which  has  in  other  Cities  produced  the 
happieft  effeCls. 

We  fhall  conclude  with  the  ufual  notice  of 
the  donations  hnce  half  report.  Befides  fmaller 
contributions,  the  inflitution  has  received  a  do¬ 
nation 
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nation  of  50/.  from  William  Connor,  Efq$ 
25/.  by  the  hands  of  Stephen  and  James 
Roche,  Efqrs.  being  part  of  a  legacy  of  100/. 
left  by  the  late  Stephen  Roche,  Efq.  of  Lime¬ 
rick,  for  charitable  Ufes  ;  two  legacies  of  10A 
each,  the  one  from  Mr.  Brownlow,  and  the 
other  from  Mr.  Byrne  ;  the  fum  of  64/.  1  is. 
collected  at  the  Methodic  Meeting-Houfe,  at  a 
Charity  Sermon,  preached  by  Mr.  Hamilton, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  House  of  Recovery,  and 
the  additional  fum- of  100/.  from  William 
Beamish,  Efq.  the  influence  of  whofe  name  and 
perfonal  exertions,  have  contributed,  no  lefs 
than  his  well-timed  and  liberal  henefa&ions,  to 
uphold  this  inftitution  from  its  infancy. 

By  means  of  thefe  fuppiies  the  debts  of  this 
inftitution  have  been  reduced, flnce  iaftyear,from 
503/.  5/.  7 d.  to  307 /.  os.  7 d.  which  is  due  above 
two  years  for  timber.  The  repeated  demands 
upon  the  public  for  the  House  of  Recovery, 
may  feem  to  require  fbme  apology.  Let  it  be 
remembered,  then,  that  the  Houle  was  erefted 
and  furnifhed  without  any  dire£f  general  con¬ 
tribution,  fo  differently  from  what  has  happened 
in  other  Cities,  where  all  the  rich  inhabitants 
have  contributed  to  the  building  and  furnifhing 
Fever  Hofpitals,  in  proportion  to  each  perfon’s 
difpofttion  or  means.
